W  HEREAS  a  certain  allotment  of  land,  siniate  in  ForAstreet,  Pheamblk. 
Launceston^  on  which  is  erected  a  hall  and  premises,  known  as  "  The 
Temperance  Hall/'  was,  by  an  Indenture  bearing  date  the  Eleventh 
day  of  April,  One  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  vested  in 
certain  Trustees,  all  of  whom  are  now  deceased,  upon  certain  trusts 
in  favour  of  a  society  known  as  "  The  Tasmaiiian  Teetotal  Society," 
and  for  the  purpose  of  using  the  said  hall  as  a  place  for  advocating, 
lecturing  upon,  and  otherwise  supporting  the  cause  and  principles  of 
total  abstinence  in  accordance  with  the  pledge  of  ''  The  Tasmanian 
Teetotal  Society,"  on  the  said  Indenture  endorsed  :

.*'  The  Tasmanian  Teetotal  Society"  (in  the  said  Indenture  described  as 
'*  lessors ")  of  the  first  part,  and  Twenty-two  persons,  including 
the  said  Trustees,  and  comprising  all  the  then  surviving  members  of 
the  said  Society  of  the  second  part,  and  Matthews  Tyson,  David

And  whereas  there  are  now  living  only  Eighteen  persons  who  are 
members  of  the  Tasmanian  Teetotal  Society,  and  there  is  not  any 
probability  of  the  Tasmanian  Teetotal  Society  being  revived,  and  four 
of  the  five  surviving  Trustees  are  Rechabites  : 

And  whereas  it  is  under  the  circumstances  aforesaid  advisable  that 
the  fee  simple  in  the  said  allotment  of  land  in  Yor^-street,  Launceston^ 
should  be  vested  in  the  Trustees,  for  the  time  being,  of  the  Tasmania 
District,  Independent  Order  of  Hechabite?,  upon  certain  conditions  and 
restrictions : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Tas- 
mania,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council 
and  House  of  Assembly,  in  Parliament  assembled,  as  follows  : — 

1  That  a  certain  allotment  of  land  situate  in  Fbr^-street,  Launceston, 
on  which  are  erected  a  Hall  and  premises  known  as  "  The  Temperance 
Hall  "  (a  full  description  of  the  said  allotment  is  set  forth  in  Schedule  (1 .)

W  UEREAS  it  is  desirable  to  further  amend  the  Law  relating  to  Preamblb. 
Marine   Boards  by   placing  the  Marine  Board  of   Mersey  upon  an 
elective  basis : 

Beit  therefore  enacted  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Tas- 
manta,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  L^slative  Council 
and  House  of  Assembly,  in  Parliament  assembled,  as  follows : — 

1  This  Act  may  be  called  "  The  Mersey  Marine  Board  Amendment  Short  title. 
Act,  1903." 

2  In  this  Act —  Interpratation. 

"The  said  Act "  shall  mean  "  The  Marine  Boards  Act,  1889  " :  53  Vict.  No.  34. 

"  Elector  "  means  and  includes  every  person,  whether  male  or  "  Elector." 
female,  of  the  age  of  Twenty-one  years  whose  name  is  on 
the  Assessment  Roll  in  force  for  the  time  being  as  the 
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"  Diitrict."

and  every  such  elector  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  this  Act, 
have  a  number  of  votes  proportioned  to  the  annual  value 
of  the  property  within  the  District  owned  or  occupied  by 
such  elector  as  ascertained  by  the  Assessment  Roll  accord- 
ing to  the  scale  set  forth  in  "  The  Rural  Voting  Act,  1884" ;

3  In  every  Civil  cause  or  matter  commenced  in  the  Supreme  Court 
under  the  provisions  of  any  of  the  Common  Law  Procedure  Acts  or 
under  •*The  Local  Courts  Act,  1896,"  Law  and  Equity  shall  be  admin- 
istered by  the  Court  accordiufjf  to  the  following  rules  : — 

(1.)  The  said  Court  and  every  Judge  thereof  shall  recognise  and 
take  notice  of  all  equitable  estates,  titles,  and  rights,  and  all  et]uitable 
duties  and  liabilities  a{)pearing  incidentally  in  the  course  of  any  cause 
or  matter,  in  the  same  manner  in  which  the  Court  would  have 
recognised  and  taken  notice  of  the  same  in  any  suit  or  proceedings  in 
Equity  duly  instituted  therein  before  the  passing  of  this  Act :  and 
if  any  Defendant  claims  to  be  entitled  to  any  equitable  estate 
or  right,  or  to  relief  upon  any  equitable  ground,  against  any 
deed,  instrument,  or  contract,  or  against  any  right  title,  or  claim 
asserted  by  any  Plaintiff  in  such  cause  or  matter,  or  alleges  anv 
ground  of  equitable  defence  to  any  claim  of  the  PlaintiflF  in  such 
cause  or  matter,  the  Court  and  every  Judge  thereof,  shall  give  to  every 
equitable  estate,  right,  or  ground  of  relief  so  claimed,  and  to  every 
equitable  defence  so  alleged,  such  and  the  same  eflFect,  by  way  of 
defence  against  the  claim  of  such  Plaintiff  as  the  Court  ought  to  have 
given  if  the  same  or  the  like  matters  had  been  relied  on  by  way  of 
defence  in  any  suit  or  proceeding  in  Equity  which  might  have  been 
instituted  for  the  same  or  the  like  purpose  before  the  passing  of  this 
Act. 

(2.)  No  cause  or  matter  at  any  time  pending  in  the  Court  shall 
be  restrained  by  prohibition  or  injunction  ;  but  every  matter  of  equity 
on  which  an  injunction  against  the  prosecution  of  any  such  cause  or 
matter  might  have  been  obtained,  if  this  Act  had  not  passed,  either 
unconditionally  or  on  any  terms  or  condition,  may  be  relied  on  by  way 
of  defence  thereto.  Provided  always,  that  nothing  in  this  Act  con- 
tained shall  disable  the  Court  from  directing  a  stay  of  proceedings  in 
any  cause  or  matter  pending  before  it  if  it  shall  think  fit ;  and  any 
person,  whether  a  party  or  not  to  any  such  cause  or  matter,  who  would 
have  been  entitled,  if  this  Act  had  not  passed,  to  apply  to  the  Court 
to  restrain  the  prosecution  thereof,  or  who  may  be  entitled  to  enforce 
by  attachment  or  otherwise,  any  judgment,  decree,  rule,  or  order, 
contrary  to  which  all  or  any  part  of  the  proceedings  in  such  cause  or 
matter  may  have  been  raken,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  apply  to  the  Court, 
by  motion  in  a  summary  way,  for  a  stay  of  proceedings  in  such  cause  or 
matter,  either  generally,  or  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes 
of  justice;  and  the  Court  shall  thereupon  make  such  order  as  shall  be 
just.

58  A  Local  Authority  may  from  time  to  time  of  its  own  motion, 
and  shall,  whenever  the  Chief  Health  OflScer  so  recommends,  itself

V.  The  cleansing  and  watering  of  streets  : 

VI.  The  providing,  in  proper  and  suitable  places,  of  receptacles 
for  the  temporary  deposit  of  refuse  and   rubbish    collected 
under  this  Section  : 
vir.  The  providing  of  suitable  places,   buildings,  and    appliances 
for   the   deposit   or   destruction   of    refuse,    rubbish,    and 
nightsoil. 
Provided  that,  except  in  the  case  of  a  City  or  a  Town   proclaimed 
under  "  The  Town   Boards  Act,    1896,"  the  recommendations  of  the 
Chief  Health  Officer  as  to  any  works  under  Sub-sections  Five  to  Seven, 
both  inclusive,  of  this  Section  shall   not   he   binding   on    the  Local 
Authority.

Part  VIII. 

SANITARY  WORKS  BY  LOCAL  AUTHORITIES. 

70  In  order  to  facilitate  the  construction  of  drainage-works,  refuse- 
destroying  works,  hospitals,  and  other  sanitary  works  by  Local 
Authorities,  the  following  provisions  shall  apply  : — 

I.  The  Local  Authority  may  borrow  money  under  the  provisions 
of  "The  Local  Public  Works  Loans  Act,  1890,"  for  the 
purposes  of  constructing  any  such  work  :

III.  Any  two  or  more  Local  Autliorities  may  combine  to  construct 
any  such  sanitary  work  in  common,  and  for  that  purpose 
may  raise  a  joint  loan,  in  such  manner  and  upon  such  terms 
as  the  Local  Authorities  concerned  agree  upon.

71  Whenever,  on  the  report  of  the  Chief  Health  Officer,  or  any 
Assistant  or  Inspector  or  other  person,  it  appears  that,  by  reason  of  not 
being  cleansed,  any  house  or  any  outbuilding,  yard,  privy,  ashpit, 
drain,  or  other  appurtenance  belonging  to  the  house,  is  in  such  a  filthy 
or  unwholesome  condition  as  to  be  a  nuisance  or  dangerous  to  health, 
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the     Local   Authority  may  of  its  own   motion,  and  shall,  if  the  Chief  A.D.  1903. 

Heal  t;h  Officer  so  recommends,  by  requisition  to  the  occupier  or  owner       

of  th^  house,  require  the  occupier  or  owner  or  either  of  them  to  cleanse 
the  house  or  appurtenances  in  the  manner  and  within  the  time  specified 
in  the  requisition,  and  thereupon  the  provisions  of  Section  Thirty-two 
hereof  shall,  mutatis  mutandis,  apply,  and  the  occupier,  and  in  the  case 
of  lixr occupied  premises  the  owner,  shall  be  liable  accordingly.

1.  Any  waste  or  stagnant  water,  or  any  accumulation  of  filth 
or  other  oflPensive  matter,  is  suflPered  to  remain  in,  under,

^^  V»ccupier  of  the  dwelling-house  shall  be  deemed  to  have  thereby 
created  a  nuisance,  and  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  Forty 
Shillings  for  creating  the  nuisance,  and  also  to  a  further  penalty  not 
exceeding  Ten  Sliillings  for  every  day  on  which  the  nuisance  continues 
unabated.

injurious  to  health  ;  or 
(&)  Is  not  so  ventilated  as  to  render  harmless,  as  far   as 

practicable,   all   gases,   vapours,   dust,   or   other 

impurities  generated  in  the  course  of  the  work 

carried  on  therein  ;  or 

(c)  Is  so  overcrowded  as  to  be  injurious  to  the  health  of 

the  persons  employed  therein  ;  or 

(d)  Is  not  provided  with  sufficient  privy  accommodation  ; 

or 

VI.  Where  an  offensive  trade  is  so  carried  on  as  to  be  injurious 

to  health  or  unnecessarily  offensive  to  the  public ;  or 
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VII.  Where  the  drainage  of  any  Town  or  building  falls  into  any  ^•^- 1^^- 
harbour  or  on  to  any  foreshore  so  as  to  be  offensive  to  the 
public  or  injurious  to  health  : 
and  any  such  nuisance  may  be  abated  and  dealt  with  under  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  apph'cable  for  the  purpose  : 

Provided  that  in  proceedings  before  Justices  of  the  Peace  under  this  Defence  in 
Act  as  hereinafter  provided   it   shall    be   a   sufficient  defence   if  the  summary 
defendant  satisfies  the  Justices —  proceeding's.

the  purpose  of  sale  or  of  preparation  for  sale,  or  that  has 
recently  been  sold,  for  human  consumption,  whether  such 
articles  are  fresh  or  preserved,  or  are  in  tins  or  other  closed 
packages  or  not. 


106  If»  on  such  inspection  and  examination,  it  appears  to  the 
Chief  Health  Officer  or  Local  Officer  of  Health,  or  any  authorised

buildings.  benevolent  or  other  asyhim,  or  any  theatre,  opera  house,  concert  room, 

music  or  assembly  hall,  whether  lorming  part  of  or  appurtenant  to  a 
pul)hc-h<)use  ov  not,  or  any  church,  chapel,  or  meeting  house,  or  any 
bnildinof,  structure,  circus  tent,  gallery,  or  platform  in  or  upon  which 
numbers  of  persons  are  usually  or  occasionally  assembled  for  the 
purpose  of  public  amusement. 

Whenever  it  is  intended  to  build  or  open  or  extend  any  public 
building,  the  uwner  or  occupier,  or  the  manager,  trustees,  or  other 
persons  by  whose  authority  such  public  building  is  intended  to  be  so 
built  or  opened  or  extended,  shall  give  notice  of  such  intention  to  the 
Local  Authority,  and  such  notice  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  plan  and 
specification  or  description  showing  the  proposed  mode  of  constructing, 
draining,  and  ventilating  such  public  building;  and  no  such  public 
building  shall  be  built  or  opened  as  aforesaid  until  the  Chief  Health 
Officer  has  approved  thereof  in  writing. 

Kvery  public  building  heretofore  built  or  hereafter  to  be  built, 
f>pened,  or  extended,  may  from  time  to  time  be  inspected  by  any  officer 
appointed  tinder  this  Act ;  and  in  the  case  of  theatres,  opera  houses,  music 
or  assembly  halls,  circuses,  or  places  of  public  amusement,  such  public 
buildings  may  be  inspected  by  any  such  officer  at  any  time  during  the 
day  or  night  when  such  building  is  open  for  public  amusement  or 
entertainment. 

The  Chief  Health  Officer  or  Local  Authority  respectively  may  from 
time  to  time  direct  or  order  such  means  to  be  taken  by  the  owner  or 
occupier,  or  by  the  trustees  of  such  public  building,  for  the  proper  or 
better  ventilation  and  draining  thereof,  and  for  the  provision  of  proper 
privy  and  urinal  accommodation  therein,  and  for  the  safe  and 
proper  construction  thereof,  as  he  or  they  respectively  think  neces- 
^  sary,  and  may,  if  he  or  they  so   think   necessary,   from   time  to   time 

direct  or  order  other  or  better  provision  for  ingress  and  egress  to  be 
made  in  any  such  public  building ;  and  may  also  from  time  to  time 
direct  or  order  the  erection  or  provision  therein  of  suitable  appliances 
for  the  extinction  of  fire,  and  require  and  order  the  employment  and 
attendance  of  skilled  persons  sufficient  in  number  for  the  proper  using 
of  such  appliances. 

If  any  public  building  or  addition  thereto  be  opened  without  the 
written  approval  of  the  Chief  Health  Officer,  the  owner  or  occupier,  or 
the  manager,  trustees,  or  other  person  by  whose  authority  such  building 
or  addition  has  been  so  opened,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceed- 
ing One  hundred  Pounds,  and  to  a  further  penalty  not  exceeding  Ten 
Pounds  for  every  day  or  night  during  which  such  building  or  addition 
thereto  remains  opened  without  such  approval. 

After  the  Chief  Health  Officer  has  given  his  approval  to  the  opening 
of  any  public  building  or  addition  thereto,  no  alteration  shall,  without 
the  written  approval  of  such  officer,  be  made  in  the  provision  therein 
made  for  the  safety  or  stability  of  such  building,  or  for  drainage,  venti- 
lation, means  of  ingress  or  egress,  or  the  extinction  of  fire.

in  any  place  so  as  to  be  a  nuisance  to  any  person  : 

Requiring  the  occupiers  of  houses  or  premises  to  provide  boxes 
or  other  speci6ed  receptacles  for  the  temporary  de])osit  of  house 
refuse,  and  for  authorising  and  directing  the  placing  of  such 
boxes  or  such  other  receptacles  at  or  between  certain  specified 
hours  in  places  at  or  contiguous  to  such  houses  or  premises 
convenient  for  the  discharge  and  removal  of  the  contents  of  such 
boxes  or  receptacles : 

Regulating  the  times  and  manner  of  cleansing,  emptying,  and 
managing  of  earth-closets,  water-clost^ts,  privies,  cesspools,  and 
places  for  the  deposit  of  nightsoil,  offal,  blood,  or  other  refuse 
matter,  and  for  regulating  tlie  disinfecting  or  the  deodorising  of 
the  nightsoil,  offal,  blood,  or  other  refuse  matter  contained 
therein  or  removed  therefrom  : 

The  prevention  of  nuisance  or  injury  to  health  from  the  transport, 
deposit,  or  use  as  manure  of  nightsoil,  offal,  blood,  or  other 
offensive  matter  : 

The  rendering  of  the  foundations  of  any  new  building,  and  the 
ground  over  which  such  building  is  to  be  placed,  dry,  sound,  and 
well  drained,  so  that  no  water,  soakage,  or  damp  shall  lodge  there: 

The  drainage  and  plumbing  of  buildings  : 

The  mode  of  carriage  of  meat  to  or  from  abattoirs  or  butchers* 
shops  or  premises  : 

The  registration  annually  with  the  Local  Authority  of  all  persons  ' 
carrying  on  the  trade  of  cowkeepers,  dairymen,  or  purveyors  of 
milk,  and  the  payment  by  each  such  person  to  the  Local 
Authority  of  a  reasonable  fee  not  exceeding  One  Pound  for 
each  such  r^istration  :  Provided  that  if  such  person  is 
registered  in  the  District  in  which  his  dairy  is  situate,  he  shall 
not  be  liable  to  pay  a  higher  fee  than  Two  Shillings  and 
sixpence  per  annum  to  any  other  Local  .Authority  as  a  pur- 
veyor of  milk  :

INFANT    LIFE   PROTIilCTlON. 

148  From  and  after  the  commenceiDent  of  this  Act  it  shall  not  be 
lawftil  for  any  person  to  letain  or  receive  for  hire  or  reward  in  that 
behalf  more  than  one  infant,  or  in  case  of  twins  more  than  two  infants, 
under  the  age  ol  Two  years,  for  the  purpose  of  nursing  or 
maintaining  such  infants  apart  from  their  parents  for  a  longer  period 
than  Twenty-tour  hours,  except  in  a  liouse  which  is  registered  as  herein 
provided. 

149  Every  Local  Authority  siiall  cause  a  Register  to  be  kept,  in 
which  shall  be  entered  the  name  of  every  person  applying  to  register 
any  house  within  its  district  for  the  purposes  of  this  Part  of  this  Act,

Regulations  made  hereunder,  the  Governor  may,  by  Proclamation  in 
the  Gazette^  declare  that  no  person,  although  he  be  duly  licensed  or 
otherwise  authorised,  shall  cut  or  remove  timber,  or  any  particular 
description  of  timber  or  bark,  from  such  portions  of  Crown  I^ands  as 
are  named  in  such  Proclamation,  or  shall  exercise  thereon  the  powers 
or  any  of  them  conferred  by  any  Lease  or  Licence  granted  under 
this  Act  or  any  Regulations  made  hereunder.

34  Every  person  who  has  purchased  land  under  the  last  preceding  Sec- 
tion shall,  within  Twelve  months  from  the  date  of  the  certificate  mentioned 
in  the  last  preceding  Section,  take,  in  his  own  person,  possession  of  the 
Land  and  reside  thereon  ;  and  if  possession  be  not  taken  as  aforesaid, 
the  Certificate  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  Section  shall  be  cancelled, 
and  the  land  shall  be  forfeited  and  open  to  application  by  another 
person,  or  to  other  disposition  in  the  discretion  of  the  Commissioner.

may  be  supposed  to  contain. 

70  When  and  so  soon  as  mining  operations  shall  be  discontinued 
upon  such  land,  and  the  Secretary  for  Mines  or  Commissioner  of  Mines, 
as  the  case  may  be,  has  certified  that  mining  operations  have  been 
discontinued  upon  such  land,  and  the  Secretary  for  Mines  or  Com- 
missioner of  Mines,  as  the  case  may  be,  has  so  certified,  the  person  for 
the  time  being  who  is  the  owner  of  such  land  shall,  without  making 
compensation  to  any  person  whomsoever,  be  entitled  to  resume 
possession  of  so  much  of  such  land  as  shall  have  been  occupied  under 
this  Act  for  mining  purposes. 

71  So  far  as  the  same  can  be  applied  to  the  purposes  and  objects  of 
this  Act,  all  Regulations  made  under  any  Act  or  Acts  relating  to  mining 
for  gold  or  other  metals  or  minerals,  and  in  force  when  this  Act  takes 
effect,  and  all  Regulations  made  under  the  said  Acts  hereafter,  shall  be 
applicable  to  and  for  the  purposes  and  objects  of  this  Act.

No  lease  shall  be  made  under  this  part  of  this  Act  so 
as  to  interfere  with  the  right  of  access  to  a  navigable  river  or  the 
sea  or  any  part  thereof  by  any  person  having  an  estate  or  interest  in 
I^nd  bordering  thereon,  or  on  any  Crown  Reserve  along  the  margin 
thereof,  nor  shall  any  lease  be  made  of  any  portion  of  the  bed  and  soil 
of  any  navigable  river  or  the  sea  or  any  part  thereof  where  it  would 
injuriously  affect  or  interfere  with  navigation,  nor  shall  any  such  lease 
extend  to  the  obstruction  or  endangering  ot  the  navigation  of  any 
navigable  water,  or  to  the  prejudice  of  any  person  having  any  vested 
interest  in  any  such  water,  nor  shall  any  such  lease  be  made  where  it 
would  extend  to  the  obstruction  of  any  road  or  endanger  the  use 
thereof. 

(2.)  No  manufactory,  mill,  or  other  such  work  shall  be  erected  on 
any  Grown  Land  or  Crown  Reserve  in  the  neighbourhood  of  any  river 
or  stream  whereby  the  water  thereof  shall  be  polluted  so  as  to  injure  or 
endanger  the  lives  of  any  of  His  Majesty's  subjects  making  use  thereof, 
or  be  injurious  or  destructive  to  the  fish  in  such  river.

33  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Trustees,  yearly,  half-yearly,  or  at  such 
other  periods  as  to  them  may  seem  necessary,  to  make  and  levy  a 
Rate  to  be  paid  by  the  occupiers  of  all  property  within  the  District  for 
the  purposes  of  this  Act. 

34  Such  Rate  shall  be  called  a  Water  Rate,  and  may  be  of  an 
amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  Two  Shillings  per  annum  on  the 
assessed  annual  value  of  the  property  within  the  District ;  and,  except

the  mains  or  other  pipes  of  the  Board  are  laid  down  and  properly 
supplied  with  water  within  One  hundred  feet  from  the  boundary  of 
such  property.

4tl  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Trustees  to  borrow,  as  herein  Power  to  borrow, 
provided,  such  sum  or  sums  of  money,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  One 
thousand  Pounds  in  the  whole,  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  necessary 
for  defraying  the  expense  of  making,  constructing,  establishing,  re- 
pairing, carrying  on,  and  managing  any  waterworks  under  the  authority 
of  this  Act,  or  the  payment  of  any  such  compensation  as  aforesaid,  or 
any  other  expense  incident  to  the  effectuating  the  objects  or  the  prepara- 
tion and  passing  of  this  Act ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor  in 
Council  from  time  to  time  to  grant  to  the  Trustees  as  a  loan  or  loans, 
for  carrying  out  the  objects  of  this  Act  under  the  provisions  of  "  The 
Local  Public  Works  Loans  Act,  1890,"  any  sum  or  sums  of  money 
not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  One  thousand  Pounds. 

42  The  Trustees  shall,  from  time  to  time,  so  regulate  the  Water  Rates  and  charges

Part  VII. 

OFFICERS     AND    THEIR     ACCOUNTABILITY. 

44 — (1.)  The  Trustees  shall,  from  time  to  time,  appoint  a  Treasurer, 
and  a  Secretary,  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  appoint  and  employ  a 
Solicitor,  Clerk,  and  such  Surveyors,  Collectors  of  Water  Rate,  and 
other  Officers  as  the  Trustees  think  necessary  and  proper  ;  and,  from 
time  to  time,  may  remove  any  of  such  Officers,  and  appoint  others  in 
the  room  of  such  as  are  so  removed,  or  as  may  die,  resign,  or  dis- 
continue their  offices ;  and  may,  out  of  the  moneys  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Trustees  under  this  Act,  pay  such  salaries  and  allowances  to  the 
said  Officers  respectively  as  the  trustees  think  reasonable. 

(2.)  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  same  person  from 
being  appointed  to  hold  more  than  one  of  such  offices  at  the  same  time 
if  the  Trustees  so  think  fit,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

(3.)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  Trustees  to  appoint  the  same  person 
to  be  a  Collector  and  also  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees.

45  Every  person  holding  any  office  or  place  of  profit  in  the  gift  or 
disposal  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  disqualified  from  being  a  Trustee,  and 
if  any  Trustee  is  appointed  to  any  such  office  or  place  of  profit  he  shall 
thereupon  cease  to  be  a  Trustee,  and  his  office  as  a  Councillor  of  the 
said  Rural  Municipality  shall  also  thereupon  become  vacant,  and  an 
election  of  another  Councillor  to  fill  the  vacancy  thereby  created  shall 
be  held  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  The  Rural  Municipalitiei

46  Before  any  person,  whether  Treasurer,  Secretary,  Collector,  or 
other  Officer,  who  is  entrusted  by  the  Trustees  with  the  custody  or 
control  of  moneys  by  virtue  of  his  office,  enters  upon  such  office,  the 
Chairman  of  Trustees  shall  take  sufficient  security  for  the  faithful 
execution  thereof.

Part  VIII. 

ACCOUNTS. 
48  The  Trustees  shall  cause  books  to  be  provided  and  kept,  and 
true  and  regular  accounts  to  be  entered  therein  of  all  sums  of  money 
received  and  paid  under  the  authority  of  this  Act,  and  of  the  several 
purposes  for  which  such  sums  of  money  have  been  received  and  paid, 
which  books  shall  at  all  reasonable  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
any  Trustee  or  any  creditor  of  the  Trustees,  without  fee  or  reward  ; 
and  the  persons  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  may  take  copies  of  or  extracts 
from  the  said  books  without  paying  anything  for  the  same ;  and  any 
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person  liavinof  the  custody  of  the  said  books  who  does  not,  on  the  A.D.  1908. 
reasonable  demand  of  any  person  as  aforesaid,  permit  him  to  inspect  the 
said  books,  or  to  take  such  copies  or  extracts  as  aforesaid,  shall,  for 
every  such  offence,  incur  a  penalty  not  exceeding  Five  Pounds. 

49  AH  moneys  received  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  Moneys  received

the  Trustees,  and  such  statement  and  account  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Chairman  and  not  less  than  Two  Trustees. 

51  The  accounts  of  the  Trustees  mentioned  in  the  Sixty -seventh  Audit  of  accounts. 
Section  of  this  Act  shall  be  subject  and  liable  to  all  the  provisions  of 

**The  Audit  Act,  1901,"  in  the  same  manner  as  the  accounts  of  lEd.  VII.No.l3. 
Trustees  of  Road  Districts  are  now  subject  and  liable  ;  and  the  state- 
ment and  account  mentioned  in  the  preceeding  Section  of  this  Act 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Auditor-General  during  the  month  of  March 
in  every  year  ;  and  an  abstract  of  receipts  and  expenditure,  with  the 
report  of  the  sjud  Auditor- General  thereon,  shall  be  published  in  the 
Gazette  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  same  have  been  audited. 

52  All  moneys  whatsoever  levied,  received,  or  recovered  under  the  Appropriation, 
authority  of  this  Act  shall  be  at  the  sole  and  absolute  disposal  of  the 
Trustees,  to  be  by  them  applied  in  such   manner  as  they  see  fit  in

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By-laws  to  be 
certified  and 
published. 


For  regulating  the  distance  or  distances  from   the  waterworks  at 
which  yards,  pigsties,  stables,  cow-houses,  cesspools,  closets,  and 
such  like  places  shall  be  made,  placed,  or  erected  : 
For  preventing  injury  to  the  waterworks  : 
For  regulating  all  or  any  matters  and  things  whatsoever  connected 

with  the  water  to  be  supplied  by  means  of  the  waterworks  : 
And  otherwise  for  the  better  effectuating  any  of  the  purposes  of 
this  Act  in  any    manner   not   otherwise  sufficiently  provided 
for  : 
And  to  provide  that  any  such  By-law  may  be  enforced   by  cutting  off 
the  pipe  or  turning  off"  the  water,  or  by  such   pecuniary   penalty,  not 
exceeding  in  any  case  the  sum  of  Ten  Pounds. 

54  No  By-law  to  be  made  by  the  Trustees  shall  be  of  any  force 
and  effect  until  it  has  been  certified  by  the  Attorney  or  Solicitor- 
General  not  to  be  repugnant  to  this  Act  or  to  the  general  spirit  and 
intendment  of  the  Laws  in  force  in  Tasmania^  and  published  in  the 
Gazette.

Part  X. 

WASTE  OR  MISUSE  OF  WATER. 

55  In  case  any  person,  when  required  by  the  Trustees,  neglects  to 
keep  the  pipes  and  other  apparatus  by  means  of  which  his  premises  are 
supplied  with  water  in  good  repair,  the  Trustees  may  cut  off"  the  pipe 
or  turn  off"  the  water  from  such  premises  until  such  pipes  and  other 
apparatus  are  sufficiently  repaired. 

56  The  Trustees  may  repair  any  such  pipe  or  other  apparatus  so  as 
to  prevent  any  such  waste.of  water,  and  the  expenses  of  such  repair  shall 
be  repaid  to  the  Trustees  by  the  person  so  allowing  the  same  to  be  out 
of  repair,  and  may  be  recovered  by  the  Trustees  from  such  person  in  a 
summary  way. 

57  Every  cistern  or  other  receptacle  for  water  which  the  Trustees 
may  permit  to  be  used,  and  every  private  bath  supplied  with  water 
by  the  Trustees,  shall  be  so  constructed  and  used  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  regulations  to  be  made  by  the  Trustees,  so  as 
effJectually  to  prevent  the  waste,  misuse,  or  undue  consumption  of  water, 
and  the  flow  or  return  of  foul  air  or  other  noisome  or  impure  matter 
into  the  mains  or  pipes  of  the  Trustees,  or  into  any  pipes  connected  or 
communicating  therewith;  and  the  Trustees  may  cut  off'  the  pipe 
attached  to,  or  turn  off  the  water  supplied  to,  any  cistern  or  other 
receptacle  for  water  so  permitted  to  be  used,  or  any  private  bath  which 
is  not  constructed  and  used  as  prescribed  as  aforesaid,  until  such  cistern 
or  other  receptacle  for  water,  or  such  private  bath  is  constructed  and 
used  as  prescribed  as  aforesaid. 
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58  Any  Officer  of  the  Trustees  or  other  person  acting  under  the  A.D.  1903. 

authority  of  the  Trustees,  may  at  all  reasonable  times  enter  into  any       

bouse  or  premises  supplied  with  water  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  in  order  Z^^^^^ 
to  examine  if  there  is  any  waste  or  misuse  of  such    water ;  and  if  such  Jngpect. 
Officer  or  other  person  is  at  any  such  time  refused  admittance  into  such 
house  or  premises  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  or  is  prevented    from 
making  such  examination  as  aforesaid,  the  Trustees  may  cut  off  the 
water  from  such  house  or  premises.

OFFENCES. 

59  Every  person  who  wilfully  obstructs,  hinders,  or  interrupts  the  Penalty  for 
Trustees,  or  any  person  acting  under  the  authority  of  the  Trustees,  in  obstracting 
doing  or  performing  any  work  by  this  Act  authorised  to  be  done  or  T''*^^*^- 
performed  by  the  Trustees,  or  in  the  exercise  of  any  power  or  authority 

by  this  Act  conferred  on  the  Trustees,  shall  for  every  such  offence  incur 
a  penalty  of  not  less  than  Five  Pounds  nor  more  than  Fifty 
Pounds. 

60  Every  person  who  commits  any  of  the  following  offences  shall.  Injuring  Water-

I.  Destroys  or  injures  any  of  the  waterworks  ; 

II.  Otherwise  injures  or  obstructs  the  passage  of  the  water  in  a

61  Every  person  who  commits  any  of  the  offences  next  following  Fouling  water, 
shall,  for  every  such  offence,  incur  a  penalty    not    exceeding   Ten 

Pounds : — 

I.  Every  person  who  bathes  in  any  part  of  the   Meredith  River 

within  a  mile  above  the  intake  of  the  waterworks  of  the 
Trustees,  or  washes,  throws,  or  causes  to  enter  therein  any 
dog  or  other  animal  alive  or  dead : 

II.  Every  person  who  throws  any  rubbish,  dirt,  filth,  or  other 

noisome  thing  into  any  such  part  of  the  Meredith  River 
as  aforesaid,  or  into  any  waterworks  of  the  Trustees,  or 
washes  or  cleanses  therein  any  cloth,  wool,  leather,  or  skin 
of  any  animal,  or  any  clothes  or  other  thing : 

III.  Every  person  who  causes  or  permits  the  water  of  any  sink, 

sewer,  or  drain,  steam-engine  boiler,  or  other  filthy  water 
belonging   to   him   or  under  his  control,  to  run    or    be 
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brought  into  any  such  part  of  the  Meredith  River  as 
aforesaid*  or  into  any  waterworks  of  the  Trustees,  or  who 
does  or  permits  any  other  act  whereby  the  water  of  the 
waterworks  supplying  the  same  is  fouled  : 

IV,  Every  person  who  permits  or  suffers  the  drainage  from  any 

yard  pigsty,  stable,  cow-house,  or   any   place    to  so  run, 

drain,  or  percolate  as  calculated  to  render  the   water  in 

the  waterworks  or  supplying  the  same  unwholesome  or 

offensive. 

And  every  such  person  shall  incur  a  further  penalty  of  Two  Pounds  for 

each  day  during  which  such  last-mentioned  offence  is  continued  after 

the  expiration  of  Twenty-four  hours  from  the  time  when  notice  of  the 

offence  has  been  served  on  such  person  by  the  Trustees.

the  Trustees  of  the  Swansea  Water  District  for  the  time  being  without 
otherwise  naming  such  Trustees;  and  in  any  proceedings  civil  or 
criminal  relating  to  any  such  land,  waterworks,  money,  or  property 
so  vested  in  the  Trustees  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  it  shall  be 
sufficient  to  describe  such  property,  waterworks,  or  money  as  the 
property,  waterworks,  or  money  of  "  The  Trustees  of  the  Swansea 
Water  District." 

75  All  offences  against  this  Act,  or  any  By-law  made  hereunder, 
shall  be  heard  and  determined  in  a  summary  way  by  any  Two  Justices 
of  the  Peace  in  the  mode  prescribed  by  The  Magistrates  Summary 
Procedure  Act ;  and  all  penalties  for  offences  against  tliis  Act  shall  be 
applied  to  the  use  of  the  Trustees,  and  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Trustees,  and  shall  be  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  Water  Account. 

76  Every  Book  in  which  Orders  and  Proceedings  are  entered 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  received  as  prima  facie  evidence 
in  all  Courts,  and  before  all  Judges,  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  others, 
that  such  Orders  and  Proceedings  were  duly  made  and  had  ;  and  the 
onus  of  proving  that  such  Orders  and  Proceedings  respectively  were 
not  duly  made  and  had  shall  in  all  cases  rest  upon  the  defendant  or  the 
party  disputing  the  validity  thereof.

subsequent  year,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  the  requisite  number  of 
persons,  being  Landholders  of  the  Light  District,  to  fill  the  vacancies 
caused  by  the  retirement  of  Trustees  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act;  and  the  Trustees  shall  fix  a  day  in  the  month  of  Decem- 
ber in  every  such  subsequent  year  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  also  fix  an  hour 
of  the  day  between  Ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  and  Four  of  the 
clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  a  place  within  such  Water  District,  for 
holding  such  Annual  Election  of  Trustees,  and  shall  publish  notice  of 
the  date  and  time  and  place  of  such  Election  once  in  the  Gazette  and 
twice  in  a  public  newspaper  published  or  circulated  in  the  Light  Dis- 
trict, and  the  first  publication  of  such  notice  shall  be  not  less  than 
Ten  clear  days  before  the  day  on  which  the  poll  is  to  be  taken,  and  the

after provided,  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  Election  of  Trustees  held 
under  this  Act. 

17 — (1.)  On  the  day  fixed  for  holding  the  first  Annual  Klection  of 
Trustees  after  the  first  Election  of  Trustees,  the  Two  Trustees  who  had 
the  smallest  number  of  votes  at  the  first  Election  shall  retire  from 
office  ;  and  on  the  day  fixed  for  holding  the  second  Annual  Election 
of  Trustees,  the  Two  other  Trustees  who  were  elected  at  the  first 
Election  having  the  smallest  numbor  of  votes  of  the  remaining 
Trustees  at  the  First  Election  shall  retire  from  office  ;  and  on  the  day 
fixed  for  the  holding  of  the  third  Annual  Election,  the  other  Three

81  Every  owner  or  lessor  of  property  in  the  Light  District  sh; 
upon  request  in  writing,  to  be  left  at  or  posted  to  his  usual  residen 
from  the  Chairipan  of  the  Trustees,  deliver  or  cause  to  be  delivered 
such  Chairman  forthwith  a  statement  in  writing  setting  forth  the  nan 
of  the  tenants  or  occupiers  of  his  property  or  any  part  thereof,  also  i 
rent  payable  by  each  such  tenant  or  occupier,  and  the  area  of  th 
respective  holdings  ;  and  if  any  owner  or  occupier  neglects  so  to  deli 
or  cause  to  be  delivered  such  statement,  he  shall  be  liable  to  pay  to  \ 
Trustees  the  Rate  payable  in  respect  of  such  property. 

Recovery  of  Rate.  82  Every  such  Rate  shall  be  paid  by  the  persons  liable  to  pay  1 
same  to  the  Trustees  or  a  Collector  of  Light  Rate  appointed  by  1

place  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  Hate  for  which  such  distress  and  s 
are  made,  and  to  pay  over  the  surplus,  if  any,  on  demand,  to  the  pen 
whose  goods  and  chattels  have  been  so  distrained  and  sold  as  afc 
said. 

Demand  of  Rate,  83  Any  Rate  may  be  demanded  by  any  Collector  of  Light  R 
by  written  or  printed,  or  partly  written  and  partly  printed,  noti 
specifying  the  amount  of  Rate  demanded,  the  date  of  making  the  R{ 
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and  the  j»roperty  in  respect  of  which  the  Rate  is  demanded,  left  at,  or  AD.  1903. 
posted  to  the  dsual  or  last  known  place  of  abode  of  the  person  from 
whom  the  Rate  is  sought  to  be  recovered,  if  such  place  can  after 
diligent  inquiry  be  discovered,  but  if  not,  then  affixed  to  some  con- 
spicuous part  of  the  property  in  respect  of  which  the  Rate  is 
demanded. 

84  All  goods  and  chattels  whatsoever  found  upon  the  property  in  All  goods  found 
respect  of  which  any  such  Rate   is  payable,  to  whomsoever  the  same  on  property  liable 
may  belong,  shall  be  liable  to  be  taken  under   Warrant  of    Distress  ^^  '^*^®-

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90  The  like  proceedings  may  be  had  for  recovering  and  enforcing 
the  payment  of  any  expenses  incurred  in  the  execution*  of  this  Act 
which  may  become  payable  by  any  person  to  the  Trustees,  and  also  of 
any  charge  for  the  supply  of  light  by  the  Trustees  under  this  Act, 
other  than  Light  Rate,  as  in  the  case  of  any  Light  Rate. 

91  Any  unpaid  Rate,  with  interest  1  hereon  at  the  rate  of  Pour

96  It  sh.ill  be  lawful  for  the  Trustees,  upon  the  complaint  of  any  Power  to  remit 
person  liable  to  the  payment  of  any  Rate,  to  remit  or  excuse  the  pay-  K-ates  on  accoant 
ment  thereof,  or  any  part  thereof,  on  account  of  the  poverty  of  such       Poverty,

Part  VIII. 

POWER  TO   BORROW. 

97  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Trustees  to  borrow  as  herein  Governor :_ 
provided  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  not  ^exceeding  in  the  whole  Three  Conncil  may 
thousand  Pounds  (£3000),  for  carrying  out  the  objects  of  this  Act  under  S^^^  ^o^"- 
and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  "The  Local  PubUc  Works  Loans  Act, 
1890,"  or  any  Amendment  thereof  :    Provided,  that  it  shall  not  be  54  Vict.  No.  30. 
necessary  to  lay  before  both  Houses  of  Parliament  plans  or  specificalions 
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of  any  proposed  work,  nor  the  report  of  the  Engineer-in-Chief  thereon, 
as  provided  in  Section  Two  of  the  said  Act ;  but  before  any  part  of  the 
said  sums  is  advanced  to  the  Trustees,  plans  and  specifications  of  the 
proposed  works  for  which  such  sums  are  required  so  to  be  used  shall 
be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

98  The  power  to  borrow  money  hereinbefore  conferred  upon  the 
Trustees  shall  be  exercised  in  accordance  with  and  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  ''  The  Local  Bodies  Loans  Act,"  and  whenever  in  that  Act 
the  terms  '*  Local  Bodies,"  or  "xMunicipal  Council,"  or  "Municijiality" 
are  used,  the  same  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  be  deemed  to 
mean  the  Trustees  of  the  Light  District  of  Longford  ;  and  the  terms 
"  Warden  "  and  "  Council  Clerk  "  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act, 
respectively  be  deemed  to  mean  the  Chairman  of  the  Trustees  and  the 
Secretary  to  the  said  Trustees  :  Provided,  that  Sections  Five,  Seven, 
Eight,  Nine,  and  Twenty-eight  of  "The  Local --Bodies  Loans  Act*' 
shall  not  apply  to  this  Act.

OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ACCOUNTABILITY. 

gg — (1.)  The  Trustees  shall,  from  time  to  time,  appoint  a 
Treasurer,  who  may  be  one  of  the  Trustees,  and  a  Secretary,  and  may, 
frem  time  to  time,  appoint  and  employ  a  Solicitor,  ClerK,  and  such 
Inspectors,  Engineers,  Surveyors,  Collectors  of  Light  Rate,  and  other 
officers  as  the  Trustees  think  necessary  and  proper  ;  and  from  time  to 
may  remove  any  of  such  officers,  and  appoint  others  in  the  room  of  such 
as  are  so  removed,  or  as  may  die,  resign,  or  discontinue  their  offices  ; 
and  may,  out  of  the  moneys  at  the  disposal  of  the  Trustees  under  this 
Act,  pay  such  salaries  and  allowances  to  the  said  officers  respectively  as 
the  Trustees  think  reasonable. 

(2.)  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  same  person  from 
being  appointed  to  hold  more  than  one  of  such  offices  at  the  same 
time,  if  the  Trustees  so  think  fit,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

(3.)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  Trustees  to  appoint  the  same 
person  to  be  a  Collector  and  also  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees. 

100  Every  person  holding  any  office  or  place  of  profit  in  the  gift 
or  disposal  of  the  Trustees,  other  than  that  of  Treasurer,  shall  be  dis- 
qualified from  being  a  Trustee,  and  if  any  Trustee  is  appointed  to  any 
such  office  or  place  of  profit  he  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a  Trustee  : 
Provided,  that  any  Trustee  who  is  appointed  Treasurer  shall  be  liable 
to  all  the  provisions  of  this  Act  relating  to  such  officer  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  he  were  not  a  Trustee. 
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101  Before   any  person,  whether  Treasurer,  Clerk,  Collector,  or  A.D.  1903. 
other   officer,  who  is  entrusted  by  the  Trustees  with  the  custody  or  ^    ""^f,^ 
control  of  moneys  by  virtue  of  his  office,  enters  upon  such  office,  the  officer^ 
Chairman   of  Trustees  shall  take  sufficient  security  for   the   faithful 
execution  thereof. 

102  Every  officer   or  person  employed  by  the  Trustees  shall,  in  Officers  to  keep 
books  to  be   provided   by  the  Trustees    for  that  purpose,  enter  true  account  books, 
accounts  of  all  sums  of  money  by  him  received  and  paid,  and  of  the 

several  matters  for  which  such  sums  have  been  received  and  paid,  and 
of  all  acts  done  by  him  by  direction  of  the  Trustees ;  and  such  books 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  Trustee. 

103  Every  Collector  or  other  officer  appointed  or  employed  by  the  Payment  over  of 
Trustees  to  collect  money  shall,  within  Seven  days  after  he  has  received  J?®*^®^®  ^^ 

any  moneys  on  .behalf  of  the  Trustees,  pay  over  the  same  to  their  ^*^®"- 
Treasurer,  and  the  receipt  of  such  Treasurer  for  the  moneys  so  paid 
shall  be  a  sufficient  discharge  to  such  Collector  or  other  Officer  ;  and 
every  such  Collector  or  officer  shall,  in  such  time  and  in  such  manner 
as  the  Trustees  direct,  deliver  to  the  Trustees  true  and  perfect  accounts 
in  writing  under  his  hand  of  all  moneys  received  by  him,  and  of 
all  moneys  paid  by  him  to  the  said  Treasurer,  and  also  a  Ust  of  the 
names  of  all  persons  who  have  neglected  or  refused  to  pay  any  moneys 
owing  by  them,  with  a  statement  of  the  moneys  due  from  them 
respectively. 

104  Every  Collector  and  other  officer  appointed  ur  employed  by  Officers  to 
the  Trustees  shall,  from  time  to  time,  when  required  by  the  Trustees,  account, 
make  out  and  deliver  to  the  Trustees,  or  to  any  person  appointed  by 

the  Trustees  for  that  purpose,  a  true  and  perfect  account  in  writing 
under  his  hand  of  all  moneys  received  by  him  on  behalf  of  the 
Trustees ;  and  such  account  shall  state  how,  and  to  whom,  and  for 
what  purpose  such  moneys  have  been  disposed  of;  and  together  with 
such  account  such  officer  shall  deliver  the  vouchers  and  receipts  for 
such  payments ;  and  every  such  officer  shall  pay  to  the  Trustees  or  to 
any  person  appointed  by  the  Trustees  to  receive  the  same,  all  moneys 
which  appear  to  be  owing  from  him  upon  the  balance  of  such  accounts. 

105  If  any  such   Collector  or  other  officer  fails  to   render  such  Summary  pro- 
accounts  as  aforesaid,  or  to  produce  and  deliver  up  all  books,  vouchers,  J?^'"?^  *g?'"*^ 
and  receipts  relating  to  the  same  in  his  possession  or  power,  or  to  pay  the  ^^^^^      "*^  ^^ 
balance  thereof  when  thereunto  required,  or  if  for  Five  days  after  being 

thereunto  required  he  fails  to  deliver  up  to  the  Trustees,  or  to  any 
person  appointed  by  the  Trustees  to  receive  the  same,  all  books,  papers, 
and  writiflgs,  property,  effects,  matters,  and  things  in  his  possession  or 
power  relating  to  the  execution  of  his  office  or  belonging  to  the  Trustees, 
then,  on  complaint  thereof  being  made  to  a  Justice,  such  Justice  shall 
summon  such  officer  to  appear  before  Two  or  more  Justices  at  a  time 
and  place  to  be  set  forth  in  such  summons,  to  answer  such  charge ;  and 
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upon  the  appearance  of  such  officer,  or  upon  proof  that  such  summons 
was  personally  served  upon  him,  or  left  at  his  last  known  place  of 
abode,  such  Justices  may  hear  and  determine  the  matter  in  a  summary 
way,  and  may  adjust  and  declare  the  balance  owing  by  such  officer ; 
and  if  it  appears,  either  upon  confession  of  such  officer,  or  upon  evidence, 
or  upon  inspection  of  the  accounts,  that  any  moneys  of  the  Trustees  are 
in  the  hands  of  such  officer,  or  owing  by  him  to  the  Trustees,  such 
Justices  may  order  such  officer  to  pay  the  same ;  and  if  he  fails  to  pay 
the  amount,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  Justice  to  grant  a  warrant  to 
levy  the  same  by  distress,  and  in  default  of  sufficient  distress  to  commit 
the  offender  to  gaol,  there  to  remain  without  bail  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  Three  months,  unless  the  same  is  sooner  paid. 

106  If  any  officer  summoned  as  aforesaid  refuses  to  make  out  such 
account  in  writing,  or  to  produce  and  deliver  to  the  Justices  the  several 
vouchers  and  receipts  relating  thereto,  or  to  deliver  up  any  books, 
papers,  or  writings,  property,  effects,  matters,  or  things  in  his  possession 
or  power  belonging  to  the  Trustees,  such  Justices  may  commit  such 
offender  to  gaol,  ihere  to  remain  until  he  has  delivered  up  all  the 
vouchers  and  receipts  in  his  possession  or  power  relating  to  such 
accounts,  and  all  the  books,  papers,  writings,  property, effects,  matters, 
and  things  in  his  possession  or  power  belonging  to  the  Trustees. 

107  If  any  Trustee,  or  other  person  acting  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees, 
makes  oath  that  he  has  good  reason  to  believe,  upon  grounds  to  be 
stated  in  his  deposition,  and  does  believe,  that  it  is  the  intention  of  any 
such  officer  as  aforesaid  to  abscond,  the  Justice  before  whom  the  com- 
plaint is  made  may,  instead  of  issuing  his  summons,  issue  his  warrant, 
for  bringing  such  officer  before  Two  such  Justices  as  aforesaid  ;  but  no 
person  executing  such  warrant  shall  keep  such  officer  in  custody  longer

5 — (L)  The  Board  is  hereby  empowered  to  take  steps  to  ascertain 
the  cost  of  providing  for  and  obtaining  a  supply  of  electricity  for  the 
Town  of  Queenstown^  in  the  State  of  Tasmania^  and  for  the  use  of  the 
inhabitants  thereof;  and  for  either  of  such  purposes  or  ends  the  Board 
may  make  surveys,  take  levels,  employ  engineers  and  other  persons 
competent  to  advise  the  Board  ;  and  may  cause  to  be  prepared  a  plan 
or  plans  exhibiting  a  system  of  lighting  the  Town  of  Queenstown^  in

W  HERE  AS  it  is  expedient  to  make  legislative  provision  to  ensure  Preamble. 
a  supply  of  pure  Water  for  the  use  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Fingal^  from  such  sources,  and  in  such  manner  and   under  such  con- 
trol, management,  and  conditions  as  are  hereinafter  provided  :

6  Subject  to  the  provisions  herein  contained,  the  Trustees  are  hereby 
empowered  and  authorised  from  time  to  time  to  take,  divert,  and 
appropriate  within  the  said  Water  District  such  quantities  of  the  waters 
of  the  South  Esk  River  and  other  rivulets  and  streams  flowing  through

water  for  his  domestic  purposes,  including  a  supply  for  any  private 
water-closet  and  fixed  bath  in  such  dwelling-house. 

31  The  Trustees  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  owners  and  occu- 
piers of  any  properties  beyond  the  District,  cause  pipes  to  be  laid  do\*n 
and  water  to  be  brought  to  such  properties  ;  and  the  Trustees  shall,  by 
notice  under  the  hand  of  the  Chairman  and  pubUshed  in  the  Gazette 
and  also  in  at  least  Two  consecutive  numbers  of  a  public  newspaper 
published  or  circulating  in  the  District,  specify  the  properties  beyond 
the  District  to  which  the  Trustees  propose  to  lay  down  pipes  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid.

39  If  any  person  liable  as  herein  provided  to  pay  a  Water  Rate 
neglects  to  pay  the  same  within  due  time  after  the  same  had  been  law- 
fully demanded,  the  Trustees  may  stop  the  same  from  flowing  into  the 
premises  in  respect  of  which  such  Rate  is  payable,  by  cutting  off*  the 
pipe  to  such  premises  or  by  such  means  as  the  Trustees  think  fit,  and 
may  recover  the  amount  due  from  such  person,  with  the  expense  of 
cutting  oflf  the  water,  in  the  same  manner  as  any  Water  Rate  is 
recoverable  under  this  Act. 

40  The  like  proceedings  may  be  had  for  recovering  and  enforcing 
the  payment  of  any  expenses  incurred  in  the  execution  of  this  Act 
which  may  become  payable  by  any  person  to  the  Trustees,  or  for  en- 
forcing and  recovering  payment  for  any  charge  for  the  supply  of  water 
by  tlie  Trustees  under  this  Act,  as  may  be  had  for  enforcing  and 
recovering  payment  of  any  Water  Rate.

BORROWING    MONEY. 


Power  to  borrow.  44  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Trustees  to  borrow,  as 
herein  provided,  such  sum  or  sums  of  money,  not  exceeding  the  sum 
of  One  thousand  four  hundred  Pounds  in  the  whole,  as  shall  from

grant  to  the  Trustees  as  a  loan  or  loans,  for  carrying  out  the  objects  of 
this  Act  under  the  provisions  of  "The  Local  Pubhc  Works  Loans  Act, 
1890."  Provided  that  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  lay  before  either 
House  of  Parliament  plans  and  specifications  of  any  such  proposed 
works,  nor  the  report  of  the  Engineer-in-Chief  thereon,  as  provided 
in  Section  Two  of  the  said  Act;  but  before  any  part  of  the  said 
sum  of  One  thousand  four  hundred  Pounds  shall  be  advanced  to  the 
Trustees,  plans  and  specifications  of  the  proposed  works,  together  with 
a  report  by  the  Engineer-in-Chief  upon  the  necessity  of  such  works 
and  probable  cost  thereof,  the  sufficiency  of  the  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, and  upon  such  other  matters  connected  with  the  works  as  the 
Engineer-in-Chief  may  deem  it  desirable  to  refer  to  in  the  said 
report,  and  that  the  work^  can  be  completed  for  the  amount  proposed 
to  be  borrowed,  shall  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Governor 
in  Council.

Part  VI.

as  may  die,  resign,  or  discontinue  their  offices ;  and  may  out  of  the 
moneys  at  the  disposal  of  the  Trustees  under  this  Act,  pay  such  salaries 
and  allowances  to  the  said  Officers  respectively  as  the  Trustees  think 
reasonable. 

(2.)  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  same  person  from 
being  appointed  to  hold  more  than  one  of  such  offices  at  the  same  time 
if  the  Trustees  so  think  fit,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

(3.)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  Trustees  to  appoint  the  same 
person  to  be  a  Collector  and  also  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees.

V.  For  regulating  all  or  any  matters   and    things  whatsoever 

connected  with  the  water  to  be  supplied  by  means  of  the 
waterworks : 

VI.  And  otherwise  for  the  better  effectuating  any  of  the  purposes 

of  this  Act  in  any  manner  not  otherwise  sufficiently  pro- 
vided for: 
And  to  provide  that  any  such  By-law  may  be  enforced   by   cutting  off 
the  pipe  or  turning  off"  the  water,  or  by  such  pecuniary  penalty,  not 
exceeding  in  «ny  case  the  sum  of  Ten  Pounds.

other  apparatus  are  sufficiently  repaired. 
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65  Tlie  Trustees  may  repair  any  such  pipe  or  other  apparatus  so  as 
to  prevent  any  such  waste  of  water,  and  the  expenses  of  such  repair 
shall  be  repaid  to  the  Trustees  by  the  person  so  allowing  the  same  to 
be  out  of  repair,  and  may  be  recovered  by  the  Trustees  from  such 
person  in  a  summary  way. 

66  Every  cistern  or  other  receptacle  for  wat^er  which  the  Trustees 
may  permit  to  be  used,  and  every  closet,  soil-pan,  and  private  bath 
supplied  with  water  by  the  Trustees,  shall  be  so  constructed  and  used 
in  sucli  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  regulations  to  be  made  by  the 
Trustees,  so  as  effectually  to  prevent  the  waste,  misuse,  or  undue  con- 
sumption of  water,  and  the  flow  or  return  of  foul  air  or  other  noisome 
or  impure  matter  into  the  mains  or  pipes  of  the  Trustees,  or  into  any 
pipes  connected  or  communicating  therewith  ;  and  the  Trustees  may 
cut  off  the  pipe  attached  to,  or  turn  off  the  water  supplied  to,  any 
cistern  or  other  receptacle  for  water  so  permitted  to  be  used,  or  any 
closet,  soil-pan,  or  private  bath  which  is  not  constructed  and  used  as 
prescribed  as  aforesaid,  until  such  cistern  or  other  receptacle  for  water, 
or  such  closet,  soil-pan,  or  private  bath  is  constructed  and  used  as 
prescribed  as  aforesaid. 

67  Any  officer  of  the  Trustees  or  other  person  acting  under  the 
authority  of  the  Trustees  may  at  all  reasonable  times  enter  into  any 
house  or  premises  supplied  with  water  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  in  order 
to  examine  if  there  is  any  waste  or  misuse  of  such  water ;  and  if  such 
Officer  or  other  person  is  at  any  such  time  refused  admittance  into  such 
house  or  premises  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  or  is  prevented  from 
making  such  examination  as  aforesaid,  the  Trustees  may  cut  off*  the 
water  from  such  house  or  premises.

'*  Cruelty  *'  shall  mean  any  act  causing  unnecessary  suffering  to 
any  animal,  and  indmles,  among  other  things,  flogging 
with  unnecessary  severity  or  overworking  any  animal, 
using  any  animal  when  it  cannot  be  used  without  causing 
it  suffering,  carrying  any  animal  by  land  or  water  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  cause  it  suffering  which  might  be  avoided, 
failing  to  supply  any  animal  under  the  care  of  the  person 
charged  with  an  offence  against  this  Act  with  a  sufficient 
cjuantity  of  food  or  water,  or  killing  any  aiinial  in  an  un- 
necessarily painfid  manner,  but  does  not  include  acts  usually 
and  reasonably  done  with  respect  to  animals,  such  as 
(among  (ttlier  things)  hunting  wild  animals,  branding, 
earmarking,  gelding,  or  spaying  domestic  animals,  de- 
horning calves,  or  Tra|)ping  or  poisoning  wild  animals.

of  such  vehicle  and  animal,  and  put  the  same  in  some  safe  place  as  a 
security  for  the  payment  of  any  penalty  to  which  such  person  may 
become  liable,  and  of  any  expenses  which  may  be  necessarily  incurred 

for  taking  charge  of  and  keeping  the  same.

10  Any  constable  and  any  person  authorised  by  a  Justice  of  the   Destruction  of 
Peace,  in  writing,  may  destroy  any  animal  diseased  or  injured  to  such   diseased  or 
an  extent  that  its  existence  involves  continued  suflPering,  and   any  two  iiyured  animals 
Justices  may  order  that  the  owner  of  such  animal  shall  pay  the  expenses 

of  the  destruction  of  the  animal  and  the  disposal  of  the  carcase  to  the 
person  by  whom  such  expenses  were  incurred.

And  whereas  the  trustees  of  some  of  the  Road  Districts  named  in  tlie

several  Hoad  Districts  as  set  forth  in  that  Schedule,  and  also  to  declare 
what  Dortion  of  such  sum  of  Seven  thousand  five  hundred  Pounds  is 
to  be  expended  upon  Bridges,  Culverts,  and  Contingencies  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Tasmania^ 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  and 
House  of  Assembly,  in  Parliament  assembled,  as  follows  : — 

Short  tide.  1  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  '*  The  Main   Roads  Maintenance  Act, 

1904." 

Interpretation.  2  In  this  Act,  the  expression  '*  the  Minister"  shall  mean  the  Minister 

of  Lands  and  Works  of  Tasmania  for  the  time  being. 

Amendment  of  3 — (1  )  This  Act  shall   in  respect  of  the   period    of    Six   months 

3Ed.VII,No.  10.  ending^  the  Thirty-first  day  of  December^  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  four,  take  the  place  of  the  provisions  for  the  maintenance  of  Main 
Roads  intended  and  expressed  to  be  made  by  "The  Main  Roads 
Maintenance  Act,  1 903,"  so  far  as  relates  to  the  said  period  of  Six 
months. 

(2.)  Where  the  Trustees  of  any  Road  District  named  in  the  Eighth 
column  of  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  have,  before  the  commencement  of 
this  Act,  made  a  contribution  under  *'  The  Main  Roads  Maintenance 
Act,  1903/'  towards  the  maintenance  of  a  Main  Road  set  opposite

Tfje  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  said  Main  Roads  shall  be 
contributed  partly  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  in  the 
proportion  and  in  the  amounts  set  forth  in  the  Sixth  column  of  the 
Schedule. 
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(3.)  The   Trustees   of  the  Road   Districts   named   in    the    Eighth  A.D.  1904.

Any  contribution  payable  by  the  Trustees  of  a  Road  District 
in  respect  of  a  Main  Road  may  be  paid  by  two  equal  instalments,  and 
if  so  paid,  the  contribution  payable  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue 
Fund  in  respect  of  that  Main  Road  shall  in  like  manner  be  paid  by 
two  equal  instalments. 

5  All  contributions  towards  the  maintenance  of  Main  Roads  When  contribu- 
directed  to  be  made  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Road  Districts  named  as  *^*°^^  ^^  ^®  P^*^* 
aforesaid,  shall  be  paid  to  the  Minister  before  the  Thirty-first  day   of 

January^  One  thousand  nine  hundred  and  five. 

6  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the   Minister  for  the  purpose   of  obtaining  Minister  may 
payments  of  such  contributions  to  issue  his  precept  to  the  Trustees  of  "ssue  precept. 
the  Road  Distriets  named  as  aforesaid,  requiring   the  Trustees  to  pay,  ^ 
within  a  time  limited  by  the  precept,  the  amount  set  opposite  to  their 

names  in  the  Seventh  column  of  the  Schedule  hereto. 

7  The  Trustees  of   the  Road   Districts   named   as   aforesaid   shall  Trustees  to 
comply  with  the  requisitions  of  such  precept,  by  paving  the  contri-  comply  with 
bution  required  out  of  any  moneys  at  the  disposal  of  the  Trustees.  precept. 

8  If  the  amount  required  by  any  precept  of  the  Minister,  or  any  Remedy  for  non- 
part  thereof,  to  be  paid  by  the  Trustees  of  any  Road   District  is  not  payment  of 
paid  in  the  manner  directed  by  the  precept,  and  within  the  time  therein  ^"^*^"^^  required 
specified  for  that  purpose,  the   Minister  may,    by    writing  under  his    ^^  P^^^^^P  • 
hand,  appoint,  at  such  salary  as  he  thinks  fit,  a  Receiver  of  the  rates 

of  such    Road  District,   and    may  from  time  to   time  remove    such 
Receiver. 

Any  Receiver  appointed  under  this  Section  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  all  rates  payable  to  such  Trustees,  and  to  make  and  levy 
rates  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  amounts  due  tinder  such  pre- 
cept together  with  all  costs  and  expenses  (incbiding  the  amount  of  his 
salary),  and  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  the  Receiver  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  the  Trustees,  and  may  exercise  all  their  powers.

or  acquire,  including  any  water  power,  and  power-producing 
machinenr,  and  any  rights  and  pfivileges  accessorv  to  the  same;

Part  V. 

SUPPLY  OF  ELECTRICITY. 

28  If  after  the  Trustees  shall  have  constructed  and  erected  the 
necessary  works  for  the  generation  and  transmission  of  electricity 
for  lighting  the  area,  any  owner  or  occupier  of  any  house,  building, 
or  other  premises  in  the  said  area,  within  One  hundred  feet  of  any 
work  for  distributing  the  light  or  power,  shall  require  a  supply  of 
electricity  for  producing  light,  such  supply  shall  in  every  case  be 
furnished  by  tne  Trustees  at  such  charges  as  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  fixed  by  the  Trustees,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act. 

29  If  the  owner  or  occupier  of  any  land  or  building  in  the  said 
area,  or  in  any  other  place  at  which  the  Trustees  have  erected  the 
necessary  works  for  supplying  electricity,  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  shall  require  a  supply  of  electricity  for  motive  power  or 
for  any  purpose  other  than  the  production  of  light,  the  Trustees 
may  from  time  to  time,  as  they  think  fit,  furnish  such  supply  of 
electricity  to  such  owner  or  occupier  at  such  charges  and  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  the  Trustees  shall  from  time  to  time  pre- 
scribe. 

30  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Trustees  from  time  to  time  to  make 
such  a  rebatement  as  the  Trustees  shall  think  fit  upon  all  moneys 
due  and  owing  to  the  Trustees  for  electricity  supplied  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  and  which  shall  be  paid  to  tlie  Trustees  not 
later  than  Fourteen  days  after  demand  has  been  made  for  payment 
thereof. 

31  The  Trustees  shall,  before  supplying  any  person  with  elec- 
tricity, test  the  normal  strength  and  electric  force  of  the  electricity 
supplied  to  him,  if  requested. 

32  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  Trustees  to  prescribe  any 
special  form  of  lamp,  or  burner  to  be  used  by  any  persons  to  whom 
the  Trustees  shall  supply  electricity  for  lighting  purposes,  but  only 
such  contractors,  builders,  artisans,  workmen,  and  other  persons 
as  are  approved  by  the  Trustees,  shall  be  employed  by  any  person 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  or  repairing  any  machinery,  lamps, 
wires,  pipes,  conductors,  apparatus,  or  appliance  whatsoever  to  be 
used  in  supplying  or  producing  light  from  electricity  supplied  by 
the  Trustees. 

33  Where  several  buildings  are  supplied  with  electricity  by  one 
common  conductor,  the  respective  owners  or  occupiers  of  such 
buildings  shall  be  severally  liable  to  the  payment  of  the  same 
charges  for  the  supply  of  electric  light  as  thev  would  have  been 
liable  to  if  each  of  such  several  buildings  had  been  supplied  with 
electricity  by  a  separate  conductor. 
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34  The  Trustees  may  from  time  to  time  let  for  hire  to  any  con-  a.D.  1904. 
snmer  of  motive  power  or  electricity  supplied  by  measure  any  meter       

or  instrument  for  measuring  the  quantity  of  energy  or  of  electricity  Truj*iees^may 
supplied  and  consumed  at  such  rent  in  money  as  shall  from  time  ^'^^^* 
to  time  be  fixed  by  the  Trustees  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act;  also,  any  conductors,  fittings,  and  apparatus  for  the 
conveyance,  reception,  transformation,  storage,  or  otherwise  utilis- 
ing electricity  for  lighting,  motive  power,  or  any  other  purpose. 

35  Any  person  acting  under  the  authority  of  the  Trustees  may  officers  of  the 
at  all  reasonable  times  enter  any  house,  buildings,  or  lands  to,  Trustees  may 
through,  or  into  which  electricity  is  supplied  by  the  Trustees  by  i^s'pect  meters. 
measure,  in  order  to  inspect  the  meters,  instruments,  wires,  and 
apparatus  for  the  measuring,  conveyance,  reception,  or  storage  of 
electricity,  or  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  quantity  of  elec- 
tricity supplied  or  consumed,  and  may  from  time  to  time  enter 

any  house,  buildings,  or  lands  for  the  purpose  of  removing  any 
meter,  instrument,  wire,  or  apparatus,  the  property  of  the  Trus- 
tees ;  and  if  any  one  hinders  such  person  from  entering  or  making 
such  inspection,  or  effecting  such  removal,  or  if  any  one,  not  being 
an  Officer  or  in  the  employ  of  the  Trustees,  in  any  manner  injures 
or  interferes  with  any  meter  placed  for  the  purpose  herein  named, 
he  shall  for  every  such  offence  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
Five  Pounds,  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  damage  or  injury  done. 

36  Every  person  requiring  to  remove  or  alter  the  position  of  Notice  of  removal 
any  meter  shall  give  Two  days'  notice  in  writing  to  that  effect  to  of  or  change  in 
the  Trustees,  who  will  cause  a  registration  of  the  quantity  of  "*cier.

where  the  same  are  used,  and  shall  not  be  attached  or  taken  in 
execution  under  any  process  of  any  Court  of  Law  or  Equity,  or 

under  or  in  pursuance  of  any  adjudication,  sequestration,  or  order 
in  bankruptcy  or  other  legal  proceedings  against  or  affecting  the 
consumer  of  the  electricity,  or  the  occupier  of  the  premises  or  other 
person  in  whose  possession  the  meters,  conductors,  fittings,  instru- 
ments, and  apparatus  may  be. 

Supply  of  Electricity  to  Districts  beyond  the  Light  District. 

38  The  Irustees  may,  at  the  request  of  the  Local  Authority  of  Supply  of  elec- 
any  Municipality  or  Town,  or  Koad  District  adjoining  the  Delo-  triciry  to  places 
raine  Light  District,  erect  in  such  Municipality,  or  Town,  or  Road  ^^7^^,^  ^*^^  ^»g'»^ 
District  such  works  and  machinery  as  may  be  necessary  for  supply-  ^*^^"^^- 

ing  the  inhabitants  thereof  with  electricity  for  producing  light 
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or  for  other  purposes,  and  if  the  Trustees  shall  at  any  time,  at  such 
request  as  aforesaid,  construct  and  erect  the  necessary  works  for 
supplying  electricity  to  any  place  outside  the  Light  District,  and 
the  owner  or  occupier  of  any  house,  or  building,  or  other  premises 
in  such  other  place  as  aforesaid  shall  require  a  supply  of  electricity 
for  producing  light,  such  supply  shall  in  every  case  be  furnished 
by  tne  Trustees  at  such  charges  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  fixed 
by  the  Trustees  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act. ' 

39  The. Trustees  may  from  time  to  time  make  and  enter  into 
contracts  with  the  Local  Authority  of  any  Municipality,  or  Town, 
or  Road  District  for  erecting,  and  maintaining  electric  lamps  in 
such  Municipality,  or  Town,  or  Road  District,  and  supplying  the 
same  with  light  at  such  rate  per  lamp,  and  upon  such  other  terms 
and  conditions,  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon. 

40  Any  Municipality,  or  Town,  or  Road  District  adjoining  a 
Municipality,  or  Town,  or  Road  District  in  which  the  Trustees 
shall  erect  works  for  supplying  electricity  to  the  inhabitants  there- 
of under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  Munici- 
pality, or  Town,  or  Road  District  adjoining  the  Light  District 
within  the  meaning  of  this  Act. 

41  The  Trustees  may,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they 
think  fit,  cause  a  supply  of  electricity  for  producing  light  or  for 
other  purposes  to  be  brought  to  such  places  and  Districts  beyond 
the  area  as  the  Trustees  see  fit,  upon  the  application  of  any  owners 
or  occupiers  of  houses,  buildings,  or  other  premises  in  any  such 
place  or  District.

Part  VI. 

LIGHTING    RATE. 

42  The  Trustees  shall,  once  or  of tener  in  every  year,  make  and 
levy  a  Light  Rate  or  Light  Rates  to  be  paid  by  the  respective 
owners  or  occupiers  of  all  property  within  the  Light  District  for 
the  purposes  of  this  Act ;  and  such  Rates  in  any  one  year  n^ay  be 
of  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  Ten  Pounds  per  centum 
per  annum,  inclusive  of  any  special  Rate  for  interest  on  theassessed 
annual  value  of  such  property,  according  to  the  Assessment  Roll 
in  force  for  the  time  being. 

43  Upon  the  making  of  any  Light  Rate  under  this  Act,  a  notice, 
signed  by  the  Chairman  and  not  less  than  Two  other  Trustees, 
specifying  the  amount  of  such  Rate,  the  period  for  which  the  same 
is  made,  and  at  what  times  the  same  is  payable,  shall  be  published 
in  the  Gazette,  and  also  in  at  least  Two  numbers  of  a  public  news- 
paper circulating  in  the  Light  District;  and  upon  any  such  notice 
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being  so  published,  the  Rate  therein  mentioned  shall  be  payable  a.D.  1904. 

and  paid  at  the  times  specified  in  such  notice  by  the  persons  liable       

to  pay  the  same,  according  to  the  Assessment  Roll  then  in  J .  rce 
for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  in  any 
such  notice  to  set  forth  the  names  of  the  persons  liable  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  Rate  or  the  sums  which  according  to  such  Rate  such 
persons  are  liable  to  pay,  or  any  other  particulars  than  are  herein- 
before mentioned. 


If  any  person  liable  as  herein  provided  to  pay  any  amount  Rate  hnw  to  be 
of  Light  Rate  neglects  to  pay  the  same  within  due  time  after  the  recovered. 
same  has  been  lawfully  demanded,  the  Trustees,  after  giving 
Twenty-four  hours  written  notice  of  their  intention  so  to  do,  may 
cut  off  or  stop  the  supply  of  electricity  to  such  person  by  cutting 
off  or  discontinuing  any  electric  wire  or  other  means  by  which 
electricity  is  supplied  to  the  premises  in  respect  of  which  such 
Rate  is  payable,  or  by  such  means  as  the  Trustees  think  fit,  and 
may  recover  the  amount  due  from  such  person,  with  the  expense  of 
cutting  oft*  or  stopping  the  supply  of  electricity,  in  the  same  manner 
as  any  Municipal  Rate  is  recoverable. 

46  All  such  Rates  shall  be  payable  in  advance  at  such  periods  Rates  payable, 
as  the  Trustees  from  time  to  time  appoint,  and  shall  be  payable  in  and  occuipiere 
the  first  instance  by  the  occupier  of  the  property  at  the  time  when  *^*^*^  ^'^^  ^^^^  '^ 
the  same  is  made  payable  by  such  notice  as  aforesaid.  ^'^^  instance.

is  paid  or  recovered,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Trustees  to  recover 
such  Rate  in  arrear  from  the  person  who  is  the  occupier  of  such 
property  at  the  time  of  demand  or  levy,  as  the  case  may  be,  or,  if 
there  is  no  such  occupier,  then  from  the  owner  of  such  property, 
and  any  such  occupier,  if  tenant,  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  the 
same  Rate  so  paid  from  the  person  who  was  occupier  when  the 
Rate  became  payable  as  money  paid  to  his  use;  and  any  owner 
who  has  paid  or  from  whom  has  been  recovered  any  amount  of  Rate 
in  any  such  case  where  there  is  no  occupier  at  the  time  of  demand 
or  levy,  may  recover  such  amount  of  Rate  from  the  tenant,  if  any, 
at  the  time  when  such  amount  of  Rate  was  made  payable. 
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Recovery  of  Rate 
in  case  of  sub- 
division of  pro- 
perty. 


48  In  case  any  change  of  ownership  of  any  property  takes  place 
after  the  time  when  any  Rate  is  made  payable  by  such  notice  as 
aforesaid,  and  before  the  Kate  due  in  respect  of  such  property 
is  paid  or  recovered,  any  amount  of  Rate  in  arrear  paid  by  or 
recovered  from  the  owner  for  the  time  being  oi  such  property  shall 
be  recoverable  by  him  from  the  person  who  was  the  owner  of  such 
property  when  such  amount  of  Rate  became  payable  as  money  paid 
to  his  use. 

49  Every  owner  or  lessor  of  property  in  the  Light  District  shall, 
upon  request  in  writing,  to  be  left  at  or  posted  to  his  usual  resi- 
dence, from  the  Chairman  of  the  Trustees,  deliver  or  cause  to  be 
delivered  to  such  Chairman  forthwith  a  statement  in  writing 
setting  forth  the  names  of  the  tenants  or  occupiers  of  his  property 
or  any  part  thereof,  also  the  rent  payable  by  each  such  tenant  or 
occupier,  and  the  area  of  their  respective  holdings;  and  if  any 
owner  or  occupier  neglects  so  to  deliver  or  cause  to  be  delivered 
such  statement,  he  shall  be  liable  to  pay  to  the  Trustees  the  Rate 
payable  in  respect  of  such  property. 


Recovery  of 
Rate. 


60  Every  such  Rate  shall  be  paid  by  the  persons  liable  to  pay 
the  same  to  the  Trustees  or  a  Collector  of  Light  Rate  appointed 
by  the  Trustees;  and  in  case  any  such  person  fails  to  pay  the 
amount  of  any  such  Rate  for  which  he  is  liable  for  the  space  of 
Fourteen  days  after  the  same  has  been  demanded  by  any  such 
Collector,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  he  is 
hereby  authorised  and  required,  to  summon  the  defaulter  to  appear 
before  him  or  any  other  Justice  of  the  Peace,  at  a  time  and  place  Xo 
be  mentioned  in  the  summons,  to  show  cause  why  the  Rate  in  arrear 
should  not  be  paid;  and  in  case  the  defaulter  fail  to  appear  ac- 
cording to  tfiie  exigency  of  the  summons,  or  no  sufficient  cause  for 
non-payment  be  shown,  the  Justice  may,  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ised and  required,  to  grant  a  warrant  under  his  hand  authorising 
and  directing  any  such  Collector  or  some  other  fit  person  to  dis- 
train the  goods  and  chattels  of  such  person,  whether  the  same  are 
on  the  property  in  respect  of  which  the  Rate  is  payable  or  else- 
where, and  to  cause  such  goods  and  chattels  when  distrained  to  be 
sold,  and  out  of  the  moneys  to  arise  by  such  sale  to  pay  all  costs, 
charges,  and  expenses  attendant  upon  such  distress  and  sale,  and 
in  the  next  place  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  Rate  for  whic(h  such 
distress  and  sale  are  made,  and  to  pay  over  the  surplus,  if  any,  on 
demand,  to  the  person  whose  goods  and  chattels  have  been  so  dis- 
trained and  sold  as  aforesaid. 

Demand  of  Rate.  51  Any  Rate  may  be  demanded  by  any  Collector  of  Light  Rate 
by  written  or  printed,  or  partly  written  and  partly  printed,  notice, 
specifying  the  amount  of  Rate  demanded,  the  date  of  making  the

52  All  goods  and  chattels  whatsoever  found  upon  the  property  All  goods  found 
in  respect  of  which  any  such  Rate  is  payable,  to  whomsoever  the  on  property  liable 
same  may  belong,  shall  be  liable  to  be  taken  under  Warrant   of  ^  *^^^®- 
Distress  issued  for  the  recovery  of  such  Rate :  Provided,  that  in 
case  of  change  of  occupation  a3  hereinbefore  mentioned,  the  same 
shall  not  be  liable  after  the  expiration  of  Three  months  from  the 
time  when  such  Rate  is  made  payable;  and  such  Warrant  of  Dis- 
tress may  be  in  the  form  of  Schedule  (1.).

53  In  event  of  any  distress  so  made  as  aforesaid  not  realising 
sufficient  to  pay  such  Rates,  costs,  charges,  and  expenses  as  afore- 
said, it  shall  be  lawful  from  time  to  time  to  make  further  and  other 
distress  in  manner  aforesaid  until  the  whole  amount  of  such  Rate, 
costs,  charges,  and  expenses  has  been  fully  paid. 

64  The  goods  and  chattels  distrained  under  any  such  Warrant  Time  of  Sale  of 
of  Distress  shall  be  sold  and  disposed  of  within  any  time,  not  being  goods  distrained, 
less  than  Four  days,  after  the  making  of  the  distress. 

55  Any  person  deeming  himself  aggrieved  by  the  amount  of  the  Appeal  to  Justices 
costs,  charges,  and  expenses  with  which  he  is  charged  as  attendant  ag^'nst  costs  of 
upon  any  such  distress  and  sale,  may  forthwith  apply  to  the  Jus-  ^^s^*"®?*- 

tice  issuing  the  Warrant  of  Distress,  and  such  Justice  is  hereby 
authorised  and  empowered,  after  proper  investigation  by  taking 
any  evidence  the  disputing  parties  may  have  to  lay  before  him,  to 
make  such  Order  in  the  matter  as  to  him  seems  just;  and  any  person 
who  disobeys  or  fails  to  comply  with  such  Order  shall  incur  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  Five  Pounds. 

56  No  distress  made  under  the  authority  of  this  Act  shall  be  Distress  not 
deemed  unlawful,  or  the  person  making  the  same  be  deemed  a  unlawful  for  want 
trespasser,  on  account  of  any  defect  or  want  of  form  in  the  warrant  ^^  ^®™' 

of  distress,  or  in  any  other  proceeding  relating  to  such  distress; 
nor  shall  the  person  distraining  be  deemed  a  trespasser  ab  initio 
on  account  of  any  irregularity  which  he  may  afterwards  commit, 
but  the  person  aggrieved  by  such  irregularity  may  recover  full 
satisfaction  for  special  damage  in  an  action  on  the  case. 

57  The  provisions  of  "  An  Act  to  facilitate  the  Collection  and  Provisions  of 
Recovery  of  Rates,"  and  every  Amendment  thereof,  shall  be  applic-  22  Vict.  No.  27 
able  to  the  collection  and  recovery  of  Rates  under  this  Act.  applied. 


58  The  like  proceedings  may  be  had  for  recovering  and  enforc- 
ing the  payment  of  any  expenses  incurred  in  the  execution  of  this 
Act  which  may  become  payable  by  any  person  to  the  Trustees,  and 
also  of  any  charge  for  the  supply  of  light  by  the  Trustees  under 
this  Act,  other  than  Light  Rate,  as  in  the  case  of  any  Light  Rate. 


Charges  for  light 
how  recovered. 
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59  Any  unpaid  Rate,  with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  Four 
Pounds  per  centum  per  annum,  shall  be  and  remain  a  charge  upon 
the  property  in  respect  of  which  such  Rate  is  payable,  and  may 
be  recovered  at  any  future  time  as  if  the  then  occupier  had  himself 
been  liable  to  the  payment  of  the  Rate  so  remaining  unpaid ;  and 
the  production  of  the  receipt  for  such  overdue  Rate  paid  by  or  re- 
covered from  any  tenant  for  any  Rate  due  before  the  commencement 
of  his  tenancy  shall  be  a  discharge  for  the  amount  so  paid  or 
recovered  in  payment  of  rent  to  the  landlord,  and  such  landlord 
shall  be  entitled  to  recover  from  the  person  who  was  tenant  w^hen 
the  Rate  became  payable  the  Rate  to  which  such  tenant  was  liable 
as  money  paid  to  his  use. 

60  Whenever  the  Rate  payable  in  respect  of  any  property  shall 
have  been  in  arrear  for  the  space  of  Five  years  and  upwards,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Trustees  to  cause  to  be  published  for  Three 
consecutive  weeks  in  the  Gazette  and  twice  in  a  newspaper  circulat- 
ing in  the  Light  District,  a  notice,  specifying  the  property  and  the 
amount  of  Rate  due  in  respect  thereof,  and  stating  that  if  the  same 
be  not  paid  within  Six  months  from  the  first  publication  of  such 
notice  the  Trustees  will  let  the  property  from  year  to  year  as  pro- 
vided by  this  Act,  or  will  apply  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  a  sale 
thereof  in  the  manner  described  in  this  Act. 

61  If  after  Six  months  frcMn  the  first  publication  of  such  notice 
the  said  Rate  due  at  the  time  of  such  first  publication  is  still 
unpaid,  the  Trustees  may  let  such  property,  or  any  part  thereof, 
from  year  to  year,  and  may  receive  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  and 
apply  the  same  towards  the  payment  of  the  said  Rate  or  part 
thereof,  and  of  the  interest  payable  thereon  at  the  Rate  of  Four 
Pounds  per  centum  per  annum  as  aforesaid,  and  of  costs,  charges, 
and  expenses,  and  hold  any  surplus  in  trust  for  the  rightful  ov^mer 
of  such  property. 

62  If  after  Six  months  from  the  first  publication  of  such  notice 
the  said  Rate  due  at  the  time  of  such  first  publication  is  still 
unpaid,  the  Trustees,  instead  of  letting  such  property,  may,  by 
petition  to  the  Supreme  Court,  or  a  Judge  thereof,  apply  for  a 
sale  of  the  property  described  in  such  notice,  or  of  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  produce  the  amount  of  Rate  due  in 
respect  thereof,  and  of  the  interest  payable  thereon ;  and  the  Court 
or  Judge,  on  being  satisfied  by  affidavit  or  otherwise  that  Six 
calendar  months'  notice  of  such  petition  has  been  served  on  the

direct,  to  the  purchaser,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  in  such  form  as  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Court  or  a  Judge;  and  such  conveyance  or 
transfer  shall  vest  the  property  sold  in  tlie  purchaser  for  an  estate 
in  fee  simple  free  from  encumbrances,  and  in  cases  where  the 
land  is  unaer  The  Real  Property  Act  the  purchaser  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  a  Certificate  of  Title  to  the  property  purchased ;

64  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Trustees,  upon  the  complaint  of  Power  to  remit 
any  person  liable  to  the  payment  of  any  Rate,  to  remit  or  excuse   Rates  on  acconnt 
the  payment  thereof,  or  any  part  thereof,  on  account  of  the  poverty  ®^  Poverty,  &c.

OFFICERS    AND    THEIR    ACCOUNTABILITY. 

The  Trustees  shall,  from  time  to  time,  appoint  a  Trea- 
surer, who  may  be  one  of  the  Trustees,  and  a  Secretary,  and  may, 
from  time  to  time,  appoint  and  employ  a  Solicitor,  Clerk,  and  such

(3.)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  Trustees  to  appoint  the  same 
person  to  be  a  Collector  and  also  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees.

books  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  Trustee. 

70  Every  Collector  or  other  officer  appointed  or  employed  by  the   Payment  over  of 
Trustees  to  collect  money  shall,  within  Seven  c'ays  after  he  has  moneys  bv 
received  any  moneys  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees,  nay  over  the  same  ^°'^®"*- 

to  their  Treasurer,  and  the  receipt  of  such  Treasurer  for  the  moneys 
so  paid  shall  be  a  sufficient  discharge  to  such  Collector  or  other 
Officer ;  and  every  such  Collector  or  officer  shall,  in  such  time  and

and  upon  the  appearance  of  such  officer,  or  upon  proof  that  such 
summons  was  personally  served  upon  him,  or  left  at  his  last  known

summons,  issue  his  warrant,  for  bringing  such  officer  before  Two 
such  Justices  as  aforesaid ;  but  no  person  executing  such  warrant 
shall  keep  such  officer  in  custody  longer  than  Twenty-four  hours 
without  bringing  him  before  Two  or  more  Justices ;  and  the  Jus- 
tices before  whom  such  officer  is  brought  may  either  discharge  such 
officer  if  they  think  there  is  no  sufficient  ground  for  his  detenticm, 
or  order  such  officer  to  be  detained  in  custody  so  as  to  be  brought 
before  Two  or  more  Justices,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  named 
in  such  Order,  unless  such  officer  gives  bail  to  the  satisfaction  of 
such  Justices  for  his  appearance  before  Two  or  more  Justices  to 
answer  the  complaint  of  the  Trustees. 

76  No  such  proceeding  against  or  dealing  with  any  such  officer 
as  aforesaid  shall  deprive  the  Trustees  of  any  remedy  which  they 
would  otherwise  have  had  against  such  officer  or  any  surety  of 
such  officer.

WASTE    AND    MISUSE    OF    ELECTRICITY. 

81  If  any  person  when  required  by  the  Trustees  neglects  to  keep 
in  repair  any  of  the  works  by  which  his  premises  are  supplied  with 
electricity  under  the  authority  of  this  Act,  the  Trustees  may  cut  off 
the  supply  of  electricity  from  such  premises  until  such  works  are

in  any  matter  not  otherwise  sufficiently  provided  for ;  and 
to  provide  that  any  such  By-law  may  be  enforced  by  cut- 
ting off  the  wire  or  conductor,  or  service,  or  by  such 
pecuniary  penalty,  not  exceeding  in  any  case  the  sum  of 
Twenty  Pounds,  as  the  Trustees  think  proper.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

96  No  person  shall  be  disqualified  from  acting  as  a  Judge,  Jus- 
tice of  the  Peace,  Juror,  or  otherwise  in  any  proceeding  under  this
